The sum. of $1.$88.17 has been raised 
for the fund started by The Constitu- 
tion for the relief of Mrs. Aaron Mor- 
ris, whose husband was snatched from 
the little cottage, 88 Gilmer street, by 
the piunge of a knife in the hands of 
Ben Green, a negro, Known by the 
sobriquet of “Ben, the King of the 
Cocaine Fiends,” last Thursday night. 
Two hundreq and stxty-five dollars 
and twenty-six cents was added to the 
fund on Tuesday, and Mrs. I. Springer, 
one of the leading workers in the 
cause of the distressed family, says 
that $2,000 will be raised before the 
end of the week. 

“The Constitution must tell the 
world this wonderful story of love, 
sympathy and sacrifice in this beauti- 
ful cause,” Mrs. Springer said Tuesday 
after she -had turned over a fund she 
collected from among -her friends, “I 
did not realize that there was such 
genuine sentiment, generosity and love 
among «4. people.as.bas been shown by 
the people of Atlanta to this helpless 
little family. It is a sermon that 
should be preached from every pulpit.” 

Morris Family Happy. 

Whe The Constitution reporter 
visited the Morris heme Tvesday tren- 
ing the little family was occupying 
the front room. A warm, cheery fire 
blazed in the grate, Sending its soft, 
comfortable giow upon a spotless 
white nursery bed in the righthand 
corner of the room, upon which the 
baby girl Yay peacefully asleep. The 
furniture was covered with white 
linen—a mourning ritual still observed 
by the Orthodwx Jews. The table was 
piled high with goodies brought there 
by big-hearted neighbors. The widow 
ceased her prayers when the reporter 
was ushereg into the room. 

‘It is not true that I am going to 
Memphis,” Mrs. Morris declareé@, “I 
want to stay right here in Atlanta. I 
want my little ones to grow up just 
like the people in this wonderful city. 
In all my great troubie there has come 
to me soiace, comforting words and 
everything has been done to lighten 
my burden. Do you think that I want 
to leave these people who have been 
so good to me? Not I. My chiidren 
shall be educated here and I will stay 
the rest of my life.” 

The poor woman was almost oVer- 
come with joy when she was informed 
that the fund haq nearly reached the 
$1,400 mark, and great tears of grati- 
tude rolled down her cheeks. She said 
that she had been urged to go to Mem- 
phis, but declared that she would re- 
main here.

Candler is the purchaser of 
the property of the Carter estate, now 
occupied by University Club, at 
No. 190 Peachtree street, according to 
a report current yesterday and which 
E.. V. Carter, guardian of the heirs, de- 
clined to deny last night. Mr. Cand- 
ler, although in the city, could not be 
communicated with last night. 

This property is said to have gone 
at the consideration of $155,000, or 
slightly more than $2,627 a front foot. 

The property is on the west side of 
Peachtree street, between Ellis and 
Cain streets. It adjoins the north side 
of the old Capital City Club property, 
which is already owned by Mr. Cand- 
ler. It also adjoins the south side of 
the old Leyden property, which is also 
owned by Mr. Candler. 

EK. V. Carter, guardian of Josephine 
tankin Carter and Mary Craig Carter, 
heirs of the property, advertised last 
month that applications would be 
made to the superior court of Fulton 
county for the public sale of this prop- 
erty, the reason being given that the 
property with its present improve- 
ments pays so small a rental that the 
heirs desire to reinvest the worth of 
the place. 

Since that announcement was made 
it has been stated that the property 
was sold at private sale and awaits 
the confirmation of the court. is an- 
nouncement has never been denied.

“The report of the board shows the 
difficulty of stating in general terms 
differences in costs of production for 
a great variety of cotton manufac- 
tures,’ the president wrote. “The ditf- 
ferences vary widely according to the 
character of the particular fabric. 

“The report shows that the cost of 
spinning cotton yarn in this country is 
greater than in the leading competing 
country (England). In the case of or- 
dinary warp and filling yarns, form- 
ing the bulk of the production of the 
domestic industry, the foreign cost of 
turning cotton into yarns is shown to 
be about 70 per cent of the domestic 
cost. 

“The duty on these yarns is two or 
three times in excess of the differ- 
ence in cost of production. On some 
highly specialized yarns and on yarns 
of the highest count—that is, of great- 
est. fineness—the duty in some cases 
about equalizes the differences in con- 
version costs. 

“In many cases, however, on 
higher grades of yarn which are pro- 
duced in this country, the duty is in 
excess of the difference in the cost of 
production, though by a much less 
amount than in the case of ordinary 
warp and filling varns. ;

This is said to be due to the higher 
cost of distributiof here. Plain cloths 
are as cheap here as anywhere, but on 
fancy fabrics the duties are in excess 
of the differences in cost and in many 
eases the duties are greater than the 
conversion costs in the .mills of the 
United States.

vetoing every Difference in Cost of Weaving. 


“The difference in. cost of weaving 
yarns into cloth as between this coun- 
try and its chief competitor varies ac- 
cording to the character of the fabric. 
{n the case of many cloths of plain 
weave, the American cost of weaving 
seems to be lower than the foreign 
cost, due to the greater number of 
looms tended per weaver in this coun- 
try. This reduces the labor cost per 
yard despite the higher earning of the 
American weaver. This conclusion is 
further substantiated by the fact that 
cloths of this description are sould by 
the domestic manufacturer in this 
country at prices as low as. those 
charged by the foreign manufacturer 
in his own country In proportion, 
however, as the fabrics become more 
complicated (and therefore permit of 
fewer looms per weaver) the American 
cost of -production increases. In the 
case of most fancy fabrics of compli- 
cated weave, the cost of weaving is 
higher in this country, but on such 
fabrics the present duties are in ex- 
cess of any difference in cost, and in 
many cases are in excess of the total 
conversion costs in this country. in 

“The report further shows that in 
the case of a large variety of fabrics 
which permit of the use of many 
looms per weaver the prices at which 
goods are sold by the American manu- 
facturer are as low as the prices 
charged by the foreign manufacturer 
in his own market and in many cases 
lower. 

“Under the existing system of dis- 
tribution a slight reduction of duties 
would in some cases materially re- 
duce the price to the consumer, while 
in other cases a large reduction of the 
duties would not change the price to} 
the American consumer at alli.”

Cost of Raw Material. 


In the cost of raw material, the 
board reports, there is practically no 
advantage possessed by either the 
United. States or England. Comparing 
yarns selected by the board as sam- 
ples, the English labor cost was found 
to be on an. average of practically 
seven-eighths of the American in two 
mills selected. ” 

It was not possible for the board 
with the time and money at its dis- 
posal to investigate each of the items 
of the cotton schedule and its work 
was confined to yarns, threads, textile 
fabrics and such specialties as tapes- 
tries, plush, hosiery, table damask and 
the “like, 

Figures are presented to show that 
although labor costs in the cotton in- 
dustry are In many cases lower in the 
United States than in [°england, vet the 
actual hourly earnings in this country 
are in most of the principal occupa- 
tions much greater. The conclusion is 
that on many plain fabrics the cost of 
production in this country not 
preater. ' 

The report gives some figures show- 
ing the difference in of cotton 
fabrics at the mill and the cost to the 
consumer. Cloth sold at the mill at 8 
or 9 cents a yard reaches the consumer 
at lo cents. Some examples are given: 
“In 1908 a quilt sold at the muil for 
6242 cents was sold to the consumer 
at $1. In 1910 the anill increased the 
price to 75 cents and the price to the 
consumer went up to $1.50.” 

Cheaper for English Consumer. 

The board argues, however, that in 
some cases a reduction in the mi}] 
price might have no reduction for the 
consumer. <A study of comparative 
statistics seems to show that the Eng- 
lish consumer buys cheaper 
there is less profit between 
man and the retailer.

Newark, N. J., March 26.—(Special.) 
Though I have kept reasonably well 
informed on the political trend in New 
Jersey since I lived and worked here 
several years ago, it expresses my 
feelings mildly to say that I was more 
than aston{shed by the conditions 
found here today. 

It was to be expected—at least I so 
expected—that the democratic delega- 
tion to the convention was to be al- 
lowed Governor Wilson without con- 
test; whether he would likely carry 
this state if nominated was open to 
investigition and debate. However, 
1 have found—and I state that which 
I have reason to firmly believe—that 
Wilson will not get a solid delegation 
from Jersey. And if he gets a ma- 
jority of those who will voice the 
wishes of the state's democracy in the 
convention he will have to overcome 
an opposition the like of which here- 
tofore has always won out. If he 
gets a majority @& the delegation and 
by a “unit rule” procures the vote of 
all, he will have cemented, by his ex- 
tremism and objectional tactics in 
dealing with his own party, an opposi- 
tion which will make it absolutely im- 
possible for him to carry this state in 
the national election. 

New Jersey Net for Wlilson. 

To sum up the situation as it is 
patent to any impartial observer now, 
I make two predictions, subject to 
future verification or refutation: 

First, Governor Wilson will not have 
more than a bare majority of the New 
Jersey delegation in the national con- 
vention. 

Second, Governo: Wilson, if the 
democratic nominee for president, will 
lose New Jersey by a majority of from 
.0,000 to 40,000. 

Many détails cannot be given in the 
first articie:. New Jersey pelitics is 
too intricate and difficult for any such 
brevity. However, a predominant rea- 
son for the above declarations lies in 
the fact that I hardtyv more than 
reached this state before I learned 
that (overnor Wilson had alienated 
certain elements and forces that are 
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absolutely necessary to 
Success here. Those “elements and 
forces” are not constituted by what is 
known as “the Interests;" for those 
of that part of the body politic are 
‘for him about as much as they are 
against him. An indifferent indorse- 
ment, made over the protest of a 
comparatively big minority in a meet- 
ing made up of a decided minority of 
@ county committee advertised as 
having given it, wag obtained, it is 
openly charged here, by trafficking 
with some organization leaders the 
like of whom frequently have been 
abused by the governor. This rather 
minor incident is thrown in to show 
that Governor Wilson realizes the ne- 
cessity for the co-operation of these 
leaders, and, realizing how badly he 
neéds them, is trying to get them at 
any cost. 

It is probable that most of those 
who are fighting the governor’s nomi- 
nation will support him if nominated, 
but that support will be too luke- 
warm to overcome the advantage 
which, on the face of the returns dur- 
ing the past sixteen years,.the repub- 
lican party will have in any event. 
Many of them say, however, that if 
he is nominated they will not support 
him, and they are of the kind who 
usually vote the ticket straight. 

Labor Against Wilson. 

But to give a more concrete reason 
for stating that Governor Wilson can- 
not carry New Jersey, if nominated, 
it is declared here that it will be 
absolutely impossible for him to get 
the full democratic contingent of the 
labor union and. foreign vote. They 
are powerful factors in Jersey elec- 
tions. They often decide the event. 
The Carnegie pension episode, of in- 
significance as it appears to many, 
has done nim material injury with the 
former elément; and certain  utter- 
ances, made while enjoying his old 
academic retreat and now widely cir- 
culated against him, are proving the 
proverbial red flag in the face of the 
latter. 

Since going into the governor's of- 
fice he has split the democratic party 
in New Jersey as it has not been di- 
vided in twenty yearsand still in its 
undivided shape it had fallen into 
the habit of losing regularly and con- 
tinuously. Of course, his candidacy 
turned the current two and a half 
years ago, but then his race was en- 
gineered and financed by forces that 
are driving the Knife into his political 
heart now. And their enmity will not 
end at Baltimore, eitiier. 

On the other hand, he has made 
practically no gains from the repub- 
lican party, as evidenced by the legis- 
lative elections gf last year. A Work- 
able democratic majority came dDack 
a feeble minority, most of which is op- 
posed to the party leadership of the 
governor. 

Viewing it from every angle, I can- 
not see how the democrats can hope 
to carry New Jersey with Woodrow 
Wilson's name at the head of the 


ticket. 


4,410 FOREIGNERS IN ATLANTA

Washington, March 26.—Belated re- 
ports from the census bureau, issued 
today, show that there are 15,072 for- 
eien-born white people in the state of 
Georgia, and that 4,410 of these are 
residents of the city of Atlanta.

had increased to 4,410, or 80 per cent. 
The population of the city as a whole, 
all classes of residents included, 
creased about 76 per cent, so that it 
appears that the influx of foreigners 
exceeded the general average growtt.

Digestive Systems Should Be Watched. 


For mild attacks of indigestion oc- 
curring When there is no reason tv 
suppose the trouble is due to the qual- 
ity of food, there is nothing bettel 
than fasting, letting the fowls g0 
without food, excepting green food, for 
one or two days, then feeding them 
sparingly. 

In highly fed hens the digestive 
system is often overworked. A system 
vf feeding and quality of food that one 
hen or one flock stands all right may 
be too much for another. 

The poultry raiser has to judge what 
and how to feed, not by someone elses

So the 
poultry raiser should watch closely for 
signs of indigestion, especiallyglack of 
appetite or looseness of the bowels, 
and when such symptoms appear let 
the hens go without grain for a feed 
or several feeds, as the case may seem 
to require.

Answers to Correspondents. 

“Carroliton,” Carrollton, Ga.—Editor 
Poultry Department: I come to you 
seeking advice. I want to raise In- 
dian Runner ducks on a large scale for 
the eggs for market consumption. Do 
they sell as well as hen eggs, or do 
you think they ever will? 1 find they 
are betterthan hen eggs because they 
are so much larger. The ducks are so 
much easier raised than chickens. I 
have a fine pasture, with a small 
stream running through it. My ducks 
gO there and stay all day, coming up 
at feed time. 

Answer—In some. 
country duck eggs command a pre- 
mium over hen eggs. This is usually 
in large cities, where eggs are used 
in the arts and sciences. I don’t think 
the average person prefers duck eggs 
on their table to those of the hen, 
though for cooking, especially if 
mixed with hen eggs, they are pre- 
ferred. 

Ducks, I know, are much hardier 
than chickens, and when grown, can 
forage for their living.
